Some Still Doubtful. Opinions 
For And Against VoicedIn Poll 


show that some farmers don’t 
have complete understanding of 
its effects. A Calhoun county, 
Iowa, war veteran who has been 
farming for two years has this 
to say: 

“Farming is new to me. I 
listen to my neighbors and do 
what I can to learn more. My 
land is poorandI rent. For me, 
it seems best to depend on crop 
rotation. Fertilizer is expensive 
and it’s only good for the crop 
that one year.” 

Just to clear up that last state- 
ment: Iowa State College studies 
show that heavy applications of 
phosphorus, potash and also 
nitrogen may boost crop yields for several 
years after application. 

A Marshall county, Iowa, renter com- 
plains: “I believe in fertilizer, but my 
landlady doesn’t. Consequently we don’t 
use it.” 

Another renter: “No use for me to do 
anything. I give half and if J ‘aise the 
fertility of the soil, my landloi 1 will raise 
the rent. I can’t be too progressive with- 
out paying for it.” 

Despite those arguments, the survey 
indicates that there’s little difference be- 
tween the percentage of renters using 
starter fertilizer and the percentage of 
owner-operators. Many landlords help 
pay the cost of fertilizer. 

Neither does the size of the farm make 
any significant difference regarding inten- 
tions to use starter fertilizer. 
The percentage of farmers using 
fertilizer on farms of 180 acres 
or larger is about the same 
as on farms smaller than 180 








acres. 
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If He Can get nitrogen, Ed Cling of 
Des Moines county, Iowa, 
He is using a 
Starter fertilizer—the same as last year. 


It would appear that young 
farmers are more likely to use 
starter fertilizer than older 
farmers. About 56 percent of 
the farmers under 35 years of 
age say they’ll use starter fer- 
tilizer this year. 

Fifty percent of the farmers 
in the 35 to 50-year age group 
plan to use starter fertilizer. 
But only 40 percent of the older 
farmers intend to use it. 

The poll shows a marked re- 
lationship be tween farmers’ 
education and starter fertilizer 
intentions. Divided according 
to educational level of farmers, 
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Starter fertilizer gave corn 
a push last year for 
Ernest Rotter, Lee county, Iowa. 
He is using it again this year.

Of course, starter fertilizer isn’t the 
complete answer to the plant food needs 
of corn. The crop needs lots of nitrogen 
during late July and August. Legumes 
in the rotation can help supply that nitro- 
gen. Additional nitrogen is recommended 
for second or third-year corn. 

Twenty-four percent of the farmers 
questioned say they plan to side-dress 
their corn with nitrogen at time of culti- 


vation. A total of 68 percent gave a defi- 
nite “no.” And eight percent were unde- 
cided. 


How does that compare with last year? 
Only 14 percent of the farmers said they 
side-dressed corn with nitrogen in 1951. 

Still there are a number of farmers 
who look with doubt upon the relatively 
new practice of side-dressing corn with 
nitrogen. 

A Calhoun county, Iowa, farmer com- 
ments that side-dressing is “a little too 
modern for me.” 

A Jefferson county, Iowa, farmer says 
he had planned to side-dress with nitrogen 
this year. But he decided against it be- 
cause “the attachments cost too much.” 
A Jackson county, Iowa, farmer says he 
plans to side-dress his corn in 1953, altho 
he won’t be doing it this year. 


















Bread And Butter 


Home-made bread, with lots of but- 
ter on it, is still one of the best foods 
turned out in farm homes.

Oats Without Legumes 

ARE YOU SEEDING more or less land 
to legumes this spring? In Iowa, there 
isn’t much change from last year. 

A Wallace-Homestead Poll reports that 
the increase in acres seeded to legumes is 
six percent over 1951. That doesn’t quite 
match the intended eight percent increase 
in Oat acreage. 

Some farmers may be seeding down a 
little more land this spring because they 
are plowing up part of last year’s seeding 
to get better corn yields. A Marshall 
county, lowa, farmer reports: “I seeded 
40 acres last spring, but I'm plowing up 
half of it this spring. That green manure 
will make a corn crop.” 


Another Shot Of Inflation? 


SINCE MARCH OF 1951, farm product 
prices have lost about half of the gains 
they made after Korea. In the same pe- 
riod, industrial products lost about one- 
third of their gains. 

Will this trend continue? Are farm 
product prices going to slide down, while 
industrial products follow at a slower 
pace: 

Don’t you wish you knew? What the 
question comes down to is this: Are we 
going to have inflation, deflation or a 
leveling off in the second six months of 
1952? 

One way to guess on this is to look at 
the national budget. For the fiscal year 
ending June 30, 1952, receipts will come 
close to balancing expenditures. 

But for the fiscal year ending June 30, 
1953, expeditures will probably outrun re- 
ceipts by five or ten billion dollars. 

That can mean more inflation. On the 
other hand, if we get a real truce in Korea 
and military expenditures are cut, the 
budget deficit may not be so great. 

There are more arguments for an infla- 
tionary push this fall than for a further 
drop in prices. Among those arguments

Patching Loan Program 


ARMERS keep saying: “I hear a lot 

of talk about the government losing 
money on CCC corn. Is there anything 
to it?” 

Yes. More talk than facts, but there 
are some facts. 

Farmers need to pay attention to both. 
The whole corn loan program is under 
fire. 

As every farmer knows, the ever- 
normal granary is one of the great social 
inventions of the day. It was started 
back in the early New Deal, but now both 
Republican and Democratic farmers ap- 
prove it. 

But there are likely to be bugs in any 
program. You have to keep working to 
keep them cleaned out. 


HAT are the charges against the 
corn loan program today? 

1. That elevators have sold CCC grain, 
haven't replaced it and that CCC will lose 
money. 

This has happened in a few cases. Most- 
ly CCC has collected. Sometimes an ele- 
vator has gone broke, and CCC has taken 
a loss. 

The percentage of loss has been small. 
It should be smaller. Closer inspection 
and more U. S. owned warehouses have 
been recommended. 

2. That PMA committees have failed to 
check condition of shelled corn stored at 
local points and that losses have resulted. 

Some CCC shelled corn has gone out of 
condition and some has spoiled. In some

There has been a belief that dry years 
come together. Then, after a time, wet 
years come one after another. Weather 
comes in cycles. 

If there are regular changes, we should 
be able to tell what the next ten years will 
be like. Maybe even predict the summer 
just ahead of us. 

lowa weather history may be too short 
to prove that we do, or do not, have regu- 
lar weather cycles. But the record is in- 
teresting. Let’s look at it. 

Summer rainfall only is considered in 
this study. That’s because we get over 
half of our rain in May, June, July and 
August. And because moisture in those 
months has most effect on crops. 


We've definitely had two periods of 
wet summers. Each has been about 
ten years long (see charts at right). 
Let’s start with the one grandpa re- 
members. 

Beginning with 1900, seven of ten sum- 
mers were much wetter than average. 
Growing-season rainfall for the years 
1900-1909 averaged 18.66 inches. 

The 75-year average rainfall for sum- 
mer months in Iowa is a little over 16 
inches. So the excess in this first wet 
period was 2.5 inches per summer. 

Now let’s look at the ten years we all 
remember, 1942-1951. They have been 
much like the period beginning in 1900. 

Again seven of ten summers were very 
wet. And rainfall for the ten summers 
averaged 1.75 inches above normal. That 
average includes the two definitely dry 
summers—1948 and 1949.

Get Pigs To Clean Ground! | 


normal, ERE’S a question you may be asking this 
spring: How can I move sows and pigs to 
clean ground when I’m already short of labor? 

The argument as to whether it pays to take 
young pigs to new ground has about ended. 
Farmers have proved it to themselves. 

Pigs grow faster if they never touch ground 
where hogs lived the year before. They make 
gains on less feed. And they hit higher markets. 

But the difficulties of moving sows and pigs to 
open fields are very real. You must move shelter, 
feed and water, maybe 80 rods from your build- 
ings. Pigs should be seen twice a day. 

Farmers have found ways, however, to reduce 
labor connected with field care of pigs. 

The tractor will soon take the movable houses 
from old locations to new ones. It can take self 
feeders and water tanks too. 

Big self feeders can take daily labor out of the 
feeding job. Then you can grind and fill up 
mostly on rainy days. 

Good-sized water tanks with automatic foun- 
tains solve the water problem. It’s best if a pipe

But there’s 
a good chance that you've had some dam- 
age by some of these insects. 
Dr. Harold Gunderson, extension ento-

CUTWORM—Hatched in the fall, par- 
tially grown cutworms spend the winter 
in the soil. They attack corn soon after 
it comes up—cutting off the young plants 
near the surface of the ground. Cutworms 
usually are most numerous on spring- 
plowed grass sod. The worm passes into 
moth stage in early July. 

To control the cutworm, fall plow sod 
and disk thoroly in the spring. Spray 
with two pounds of actual toxaphene per 
acre aS soon as you find cutworm injury. 

CORN EARWORM — Hatched from 
eggs laid by moths on silks and tassels of 
corn, earworms eat their way into the 
corn ear. Chemical control may be profit- 
able if you’re producing hybrid seed corn 
or sweet corn for market. It might not 
pay on field corn unless you can spray 
for corn borers at the same time. 

Best earworm control at Iowa State Col- 
lege was obtained by spraying with three 
quarts of 25 percent emulsifiable DDT 
and two and one-half gallons of white 
mineral oil in 25 gallons of water per acre. 
Apply spray to the ear area before 25 per- 
cent of the ears are in silk—again in two 
or three days. 


CORN BORER—This slender, fiesh- 
colored worm has a dark head and four 
small dark dots on each segment. It 
winters in corn stalks and passes thru 
the pupal stage into a pale yellow or 
brown moth in the spring. Moths lay 
eggs in clusters on the undersides of corn 
leaves in late June or early July. Borers 
hatch, feed on leaves and tunnel into the 
corn stalk. 

Control with DDT dust or spray. If 
you're spraying, use one and one-half 
pounds of actual DDT to the acre. Treat 
with DDT when you find 50 or more egg 
masses per 100 plants in corn at least 35 
inches in extended height. Spray again 
seven to ten days later if the count re- 
mains high. Or you can treat with DDT 
when you find signs of leaf feeding on 75

Iowa State College agronomists 
are encouraging farmers to in- 
crease their corn planting rates 
this year. They say you should 
plant four or five kernels per hill 
—or the equivalent in drilled 
corn—to get top yields on average 
Iowa soil. 

The fertility of your soil should 
guide you in selecting a corn plant- 
ing rate. Dr. Horace Cheney, ex- 
tension agronomist at Iowa State 
College, is convinced that many 
farmers aren’t planting enough 
seed to take advantage of all the 
fertility in their soil. 

Few farmers questioned in the 
Wallace-Homestead Poll were will- 
ing to admit that they had low 
fertility corn ground. Almost 
three-fourths of them said their 
corn ground was medium in fer- 
tility. About one-fifth said they 
had highly fertile corn ground.

We Use? 


a Canadian foot and mouth 
disease outbreak could have 
been an lowa outbreak. No one 


knows for sure how or why the 
disease hit the area around Regina 
in Saskatchewan, Canada—some 
thousands of miles from any areas 
known to be infected. 


The United States had its last 
foot and mouth disease outbreak 
in 1914. The 1946 outbreak in 


Mexico appears to be under con- 
trol after years of intensive and 
costly work. 

Now the disease is so close to 
Iowa that the thought sends shiv- 
ers up and down your back. The 
department of agriculture is doing 
its best to help control foot and 
mouth and prevent an outbreak in 
the United States. 

Livestock men are the next line 
of defense. It'll take top coopera- 
tion from every farmer if the dis- 
ease should strike us at home. 


What can you do? First: 
Learn to recognize the symp- 
toms. Second: Report to your 
veterinarian at once if you sus- 
pect the presence of foot and 


mouth. 
Foot and mouth disease is 
named for its symptoms. Blisters 


appear on the tongue and mouth, 
around the hoof and between the 
toes of infected animals. You'll find 
blisters on the udders and teats 
of cows and on snouts of hogs. 

Within 24 hours the blisters 
break leaving open sores. Fever, 
slobbering and lameness are in- 
cluded in the symptoms. Eating 
may be so painful that the animal 
refuses food or water. 

Dr. John B. Herrick, extension 
veterinarian at lowa State College, 
says that death loss from foot and 
mouth disease ranges from about 


50 percent in young animals to 
about 50 percent in mature ani- 
mals 

Foot and mouth disease is caused 
by a virus. It is easily transmitted 
—from animal to animal, from 
herd to herd. It can be carried on 
contaminated feed or other ma-

Then 
the job can be done with a 
caustic or an electric dehorner. 


If the cattle are bigger, pick a 
warm day soon. Take the horns 
off with a saw. Be sure the saw 
is sterilized before using it. Have 
a skilled person “pull the veins” 
to prevent bleeding. Don’t put cob- 
webs or other debris on the horn 
stub to prevent bleeding. This is 
likely to cause sinus infection. 

It’s more humane to have a 
nerve block performed by a vet- 
erinarian so the animal suffers no 
pain. Milk cows handled this way 
don’t go off production. Don’t 
feed sweet clover hay prior to de- 
horning. If the hay is slightly 
moldy, animals are likely to be 
“bleeders.”

Tests Diagnose 
Brucellosis 
You can’t tell whether an 
animal has brucellosis just by 
looking at her. Only way to 
be sure is by a laboratory test. 
Most dairymen know about the 
blood test. Another test that works

infected herds. This is the ABR 
or Abortus Brucella Ring test. 
Both tests are based on the prin- 
ciple that when a cow is infected 
with brucellosis, her blood and 
her milk contain “agglutinins.” 
When the agglutinins come in 
contact with brucellosis germs, 
they make the germs go together in

Both of these are likely to spread 
to other cattle. If you notice this 
trouble, isolate the cow at one 
and call your veterinarian. 





To Prevent Losses 
From Bloat 
We need to know more 
about bloat. It is thought 
bloat is caused by cattle or 
sheep eating too much too fast. 


To avoid this, turn animals o% 
grass a short time each day, gra 
ually increasing the time each day 
Give the animals a good feed be 
fore putting them out. Have salt 
and water available at all umes 
Don’t put cattle on pasture during 
the day and keep them locked 
at night. Watch your herds ane 
flocks closely.

PMA Checks May 
Keep Coming 


Congress Seems Likely To Keep py 


Running On Budget Like Present ¢ 


How much money for PMA 
next year? Any new legisla- 
tion calling for price supports? 
What's happening in the in- 
vestigation of CCC grain? 
These and other questions in 
the news are discussed by the 
editor. 





IGHT now congress is deciding 
how much money to spend 
next year on farmers, the armed 
services and everybody else. 
Farmers apparently will get 
about as much as now. Appropria- 
tions for the Department of Agri- 
culture aren’t likely to change 
much. 

What's happening to PMA? 
The Farm Bureau wanted to 
cut PMA money in half. The 
Grange wanted to cut it all out. 


~ Neither will get its wish. PMA 
payments will probably run 
around 250 million dollars, or al- 
most what President Truman 
asked for. 

The house appropriations com- 
mittee did urge PMA to push hard 
on its experimental program and 
get ready to change its habits so 
that the money would buy more 
real soil conservation.

What difference does it 
make to farmers that Presi- 
dent Truman isn't going to try 
for re-election? 

For one thing it means an over- 
turn of present officials in the top 
layer at Washington. No matter 
who goes in, there will be a new 
crowd. This isn’t always as im- 
portant as outsiders think. The 
chores are done by the permanent 
staff anyway. 

For another, it leaves the field 
wide open for new farm platforms. 
Farmers knew about where Tru- 
man stood on farm issues. But 
where will his successor stand? 
More of a shake-up in farm policy 
is likely than for a good many 
years.

Is anything likely to be done 
right away to help prices of 
hogs and eggs? 

Yes. Secretary Brannan is start- 
ing to buy pork and eggs for the 
school lunch program. 

The house appropriations com- 
mittee has been urging that Bran- 
nan take some of the funds that 
ordinarily are used to subsidize 
exports and buy more food for 
school lunches. 

jrannan held back on the 
ground that buying food and ship- 
ping it out to the schools involved 
a lot of administrative expense 
and some waste. He still wants 
production payments. 

The committee insisted, how- 
ever, and Brannan is in the mar- 
ket to buy pork and eggs. 

The school year is about over, 
of course. What is bought will 
have to be stored until fall. There

Can You Afford 
Fertilizer ? 

Fertilizer is one of the 
cheapest things you can buy 
this year. It costs only 50 per- 
cent more than prewar. On 
the other hand, farm labor 
costs are 274 percent greater 
than prewar. 

At present prices properly ap- 
plied fertilizer returns about seven 
dollars for every dollar you spend 
on it. In 1939, you were likely to 
get three dollars back for every 
dollar you spent on fertilizer. 


That's the story from farm econ- 
mists at the University of Mis- 
souri. They think you’ll be ahead 
to use fertilizer to get bigger 
yields, rather than hire help to 
plant and harvest more acres. 


Fertilizer From 
Corn Stalks? 

To the Editor: How long 
does it take for stalks and 
stubble to rot and become 
fertilizer for the corn crop? 
Does depth of plowing make 
any difference?—B. T., Hamil- 
ton County, lowa. 


Some or all of the plant food in 
crop residues plowed under in the 
fall or early spring becomes avail- 
able to corn in mid-summer. 

But the speed of decay is af- 
ected by the presence or absence 
t moisture, heat, air and nitrogen. 

Without moisture, the break- 
down of stalks and straw stops. 
ltmay also stop when material is 

npletely under water. 

So depth of plowing might have 
some effect. Material covered 
deeply enough to reach constant 
noisture would decay more rapid- 
y than would material on or near 
the surface. 

The decaying process is most 
rapid, of course, in hot weather. 
lt almost stops in winter. So 
stalks and straw should be plowed 
under fairly early in the spring. 
Give the decaying process the 
benefit of early warm spells. 

Most soil has enough nitrogen 
lo feed the bacteria which in turn 
break down the stalks and straw. 
But the addition of nitrogen may 
ncrease the speed of decay some. 

Then if the stalks and trash are 

thoroughly . rotten by July, the 
growing crop will get the benefit 
of both the applied nitrogen and 
the nitrogen produced from the 
decayed matter.

Long Grass 


Silage? 


Some Experts Shake Their Heads. Bu 
Farmers Who've Tried It Say It Works 


by Dave Bryant 


M AKE long grass silage from 
4 your hay crop? Sounds like 
a good idea—particularly if you’re 
a small farm operator and can’t see 
your way clear to buying expen- 
sive equipment needed to make 
chopped grass silage. 

Here’s a short-cut from grass to 
silage. Maybe this is the way to 
reduce forage harvesting costs. 
Maybe it’s an easier way to beat 
wet weather which can cause so 
much grief at haying time. 

Some lowa farmers who tried 
long grass silage last year think 
it’s the answer to cheaper forage 
of good quality. 


But here’s a word of cau- 
tion. You're strictly on your 
own if you decide to make 
long grass silage this year. 


Agricultural engineers at Iowa 
State College say they can’t recom- 
mend that method of handling the 
hay crop. Long grass silage hasn’t 
had enough trial in Iowa to be 
sure that’s a practical answer to 
your forage harvesting problem. 

In fact, Dale Woolsencroft, ex- 
tension agricultural engineer who 
specializes in forage harvesting 
and storage, is gloomy about long 


grass silage prospects. “He sees 
some big problems which you 
should consider before you go 


ahead with long grass silage. 

1. Can you make high quality 
long grass silage? Silage must be 
tightly packed to exclude air and 
be of high quality. It’s hard to get 
long grass silage packed firmly. 
The stems hold the hay apart. 
Woolsencroft says the long grass 
silage that he has seen wasn’t high 
quality silage. 

2. Is it really easier to make 
long grass silage? Long, green 
hay is hard to handle. It’s heavy, 
and it hangs together. You'll have 
some aching muscles if you try to 
move it with a pitchfork. Your 
equipment for handling loose, 
cured hay isn’t built to handle 
long, green hay. 
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On the other hand, you can talk 
to Bob McCarville, farmer fron 
Webster county, lowa, who mate 
long grass silage last year. He’ 
sold on the method. And he’ 
planning to make more long grass 
silage this year. 

McCarville operates a 160-acr 
farm. He says he never felt th 
he could afford to own a forag 
harvester and other special equi 
ment for making chopped gras 
silage. But he has been feeding 
it for several years—hiring a cré 
with equipment to fill his uprigl 
silo. 

“I'd like to get my money ba 
out of that good tile silo, now 
McCarville declares. “I'll neve 
fill it again.” 

“It’s easier to make long gras: 
silage, and it costs less becaus 
you don’t need so much equi 
ment,” he explains. 

McCarville made _ long 
silage last July from 20 acres | 
second-cutting alfalfa-brome. Hi 
stacked it on the field, fenced it 
and fed his herd of beef cows fron 
the stack during the winter. Hi 
says it was good feed. 

It took McCarville and a hire 
helper two half-days to make silage 
from the 20-acre field. He est 
mated that he would have haé 
about 30 tons of cured hay from 
the cutting.

How much equipment did 
he use? Just two tractors, 4 
mower and a push-off stacker 
which replaces the bucket 02 
his tractor manure loader. Mc 
Carville thinks a regular buck 
rake could be used in stack- 
ing long grass silage. 


Any hand labor? Nota bit. Mc 
Carville says you can lay the ha’ 
on the pile evenly with a push 
stacker, if you load it out of the 
swath without windrowing it. Yo 
don’t need to’ use a pitchfork. 

McCarville admits that he ha 
too much spoilage in the stack ® 
silage. But thinks that he save 
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much feed as if he had tried 
eure the hay. It was misting 
he stacked part of the silage. 
Like most other farmers who 
aye tried long grass silage for 
the first time, McCarville failed to 
his silage packed firmly 
enough. But he says he can doa 
better job this year. 
“you have to learn by experi- 
ence,” McCarville explains. “I 
gidn't have any experience to 
guide me.” 

The sides and one end of Mc- 
Carville’s silage stack were almost 
vertical. That made it impossible 
for him to get close to the edges 
when packing the silage with a 
tractor. It also left a lot of ex- 
posed surface on the stack.

Farm animals ean be dan- 
gerous too. Especially an ani- 
mal as powerful as a bull. 
Read this account by N.., J. 
Wardle, Iowa State College 
safety specialist, of a farm 
experience where, despite pre- 
caution, tragedy came close. 





“T\IRST thing this afternoon, we 
should dehorn the bull. Ill 
need your help, Bill,” George Nel- 
son told his hired man as they left 
the house after the lunch hour. 
“Jim can help, too.” 
“Maybe we’d better get the vet- 
erinarian, Dad. He knows how to 
handle big animals like that two- 
year-old bull,” suggested Jim. 

“We can’t call the ‘vet’ for every 
little thing. Jim, you get the bull. 
Be sure to use the staff. We'll put 
him in one of the stanchions and 
tie his head up to the frame at the 
side.” 

In a few minutes they had the 
bull in one of the stanchions in the 
cow barn. The bull’s neck was too 
large for the stanchion to close. 


“That won't hurt,” said 
George. “Get that heavy hal- 
ter on him.” Bill put on the 
halter and began pulling the 
bull’s head to the right side 
with the heavy lead rope on 
the halter looped over the 
heavy pipe frame to the side 
of the stanchion. The bull 
quietly allowed his head to be 
pulled to the side. 


“That’s good. Now hold it 
steady.” George laid the saw on 
| the left horn and began sawing. 
| The bull shivered. 
| “Look out, Dad. He’s trying to 
;get out,” warned Jim, as the bull 





tried to move his head. 


“Hold him. We’ll soon be thru,”

dropped off.

| Bill released the lead rope to the 
|right and quickly looped it over 
| the frame to the left and pulled on 
jit as the bull lunged forward 
against the stanchion and then 
back to jerk out. But Bil] had his 
| head pulled to the left by that time 
land George reached to saw the 
right horn. Just as he started the 
bull bellowed in fear and lunged 
back and forth to get free. George 
was standing in the manger. 

“Hold him, Bill. Hold him. Oh 
— —.” He cried in panic as the 
bull’s head struck his leg. 

The bull jerked free and back 
out of the stanchion. Jim still held 
the staff and prevented the bull 
from coming forward after George, 
where he lay in the manger. 


George was not hurt serious- 
ly. His left leg was bruised 
quite severely. Jim’s skillful 
handling of the staff prevented 
the bull from goring George 
with its one horn. 


Remember—it was right to use 
the staff. Never handle bull 
without one, even a tame bull. 

Do not try to dehorn a bull or 
a mature cow unless you have a 
dehorning chute in which to hold 
it. 

Dehorn animals 
and easy to handle. 

Consider breeding horns off your 
herd by selecting good polled ani- 
mals of your breed.

Fertilize Wheat 
Thru Leaves 


Fertilizer sprayed on wheat 
leaves made increased yields 
in an Oklahoma experiment. 
Urea was the experimental fer- 
tilizer. It is rich in nitrogen. 


Thirteen extra bushels per acre 
were produced in one experiment 
near Cherokee. Increase in pro- 
tein content of the grain was 
noted in some cases. 

Application of the liquid ferti- 
lizer 40 days before the flowering 
stage of the wheat gave best re- 
sults, said Harold V. Eck of the 
Oklahoma station. But significant 
increase was noted by applying 
the spray up to 20 days before 
flowering. 

In spite of favorable results with 
leaf-feeding, Eck says: “Dry nitro- 
gen carriers are still the best 
nitrogen fertilizers for Oklahoma 
wheat growers.” 





New Book For 
Hog Raisers 
Did you know that the aver- 

age weight of a pig at birth 
is about two and one-half 
pounds? And that birth weight 
is definitely related to livabil- 
ity and rate of gain? 

You can expect to wean less 
than half of your two-pounders, 
according to records on over 7,000 
pigs. 

At two and one-half pounds you 
can expect to wean over two-thirds 
of the pigs. And at three pounds, 
over three-fourths should live to 
weaning time.

Cinnamon Bread For Glenn! 


“T ASKED Glenn to be sure and let me 

know when he expected to get home,” 
said a farm woman recently of her son in 
the armed forces. Then she added hesi- 
tantly, “I want to be sure to have his 
favorite cinnamon bread in the oven when 
he comes.” 

Glenn has carried the memory of his 
mother’s good baking overseas and he’ll 
come back to a home that smells of freshly 
baked bread. 

This is supposed to be a push-button 
age. We have heat-controlled ovens, 
quick-acting yeast, and good flour. But 
still no one can say that baking bread 
is a push-button process. It takes time 
and patience to produce good bread, but 
it’s worth every minute of that time. 

Good plain bread is still the “staff of 
life.” But nearly every family has its 
favorite recipe for special breads. Here 
is the recipe for the cinnamon loaf that 
Glenn is going to come home to: 


CINNAMON LOAF 


1 cake or 1 package yeast 
% cup lukewarm water 
4 cup sugar 
% cup fat 
1 teaspoon salt 

cup scalded milk 


1 
1 egg beaten 
4 cups sifted flour 


Soften yeast in water. Add one-half 
teaspoon sugar. Add fat, rest of the sugar 
and salt to the hot milk. Stir until the 
sugar is dissolved. Cool, then add the egg. 
Stir in the softened yeast. Stir flour into 
liquid ingredients until well mixed.

Knead quickly until the dough is 
smooth and satiny. Form into a ball. 
Place the ball of dough in a greased bowl, 
cover and let rise until double in bulk. 
Turn out on a board and roll into an ob- 
long shape about a half-inch thick. Brush 
with melted butter. Sprinkle with brown 
sugar and cinnamon. Roll up like a jelly 
roll. Seal each end and place in a greased 
pan with the seam at the bottom. Sprinkle 
butter, sugar and cinnamon over the top. 
Let rise and bake in a 375-degree oven. 


CRUSTY ROLLS 


cup lukewarm water 
cake or 1 package yeast 
tablespoon sugar 
teaspoon salt 
tablespoons melted butter 
egg whites 

3%-4 cups flour 


Soften the yeast in a half cup water. 
To the other half, add sugar, salt, and 
shortening. Add one cup flour, beating 
well. Add the yeast and the beaten egg 
whites. Mix thoroly. Add enough more 
flour to make a soft dough. Knead until 
smooth and satiny. Grease surface light- 
ly. Cover and let rise until doubled in 
bulk. Punch down, and when doubled 
again, knead down. 

Divide the dough into small portions 
for rolls. Cover and let rest for 10 min- 
utes. Shape into buns. Place two and 
one-half inches apart on greased baking 
sheet which has been sprinkled with corn 
meal. Cover and let rise until doubled. 
Brush with egg yolk diluted with cold 
water. Bake in a hot oven (450) for 20 
minutes. Place a large flat pan filled with 
boiling water on the floor of the oven to 
give crustiness to the rolls. 

SOUR CREAM ROLLS 


1 cake or 1 package yeast 
% cup lukewarm water 
2 cups sour cream 

3 tablespoons sugar

many different kinds, but 
her cloverleaf rolls are tops.

Add 
sugar, salt, and soda. Cool to lukewarm. 
Add the softened yeast and half the flour.

Turn out on a lightly floured 
board and knead until smooth. Shape 
into small round biscuits and place in a 
greased pan. Brush each with melted 
butter. Cover and let rise until double 
in bulk (about one and one-half hours).

LUFFY or fuzzy garments are 


not suitable for kitchen wear | 


or for wear near any flame or 
strong heat. Clothing specialists 
of the U. S. Department of Agricul- 
ture recommend smooth, closely- 
woven fabric for woman’s work 
clothes both for convenience and 
safety. 


Fuzzy fabric, especially knitted | 


material with a brushed-up surface 
or nap, has air spaces around the 
lightweight fibers that help keep 
the fire alive once it catches. 
Most people know that fluff 
burns more readily than a solid 


mass, but many people don’t think | 
wear fluffy | 


about it when they 
clothes for cooking, burning trash 
outdoors or on occasions when 
there may be a fire hazard. 

Different fabrics burn very dif- 
ferently. Wool smoulders but rare- 
ly flames. It tends to curl up and 
choke out fire. A brushed wool 
sweater that accidentally comes 
against a hot stove, for instance, 
may have the knap badly singed 
but probably will not burn down 
thru the foundation of the ma- 
terial. 

Acetate fabrics also blaze. The 
burned edges pucker and curl as 
they melt to a hard brittle mass. 
Nylon melts rather than flames, 
but, in melting, forms very hot 
glassy beads that can burn the 
skin if brought in contact with 
them. 

So many fabrics are mixtures of 
fibers, it’s hard to know what to 
guard against. However, anyone 
can use the common-sense precau- 
tion of keeping fuzz away from 
high heat and not wearing loose 
sleeves or trimmings around 
stoves, fireplaces or bonfires.

Check Chicks At 
Bed Time 


Good poultrymen say that it 
is a good idea to take a look at 
your chicks each night before 
going to bed, 

Chances are that nothing will be 
wrong. But a final check will let 
you sleep easier. And it may save 
you some money if something has 
gone wrong. 

The chicks may be overcrowded, 
too hot or too cold. Or the venti- 
lator may not be working proper- 
ly. A window may need to be 
closed or opened. Or some animal 
may have gotten into the brooder. 

If nothing is wrong, you can go 
to sleep and not be worrying about 
your chicks. 


Get Ready For 
Range 
There are some things that 
you should do before the pul- 
lets will be ready to go out on 
the range. 

The range shelter 
clean the brooder house was 
when the chicks arrived. It should 
be cleaned thoroly and disinfected. 
This cleaning should be done be- 
fore the range shelter is moved to

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Stop Broody 


Hens 


“You may as well sell the 
hens as they become broody,” 
was the statement made by 
poultrymen several years ago. 
They used to think that a 
broody hen was thru laying. 


In recent years it has beén 
shown that broodiness can be 
broken up and the hen will con- 
tinue to lay. 

In battery laying trials con- 
ducted in England, hens be- 
came broody. The _ broodiness 
was cured. These hens had a 
higher annual egg _ production 
per hen than the rest of the hens 
in the trial. 

It is important to get the brood- 
iness stopped as soon as possible 
after it gets started. A coop with 
mesh wire bottom can be 
kept in or near the laying house. 

The broody hens should be 
placed in this coop and cared for 
properly. They should be back in 
production within a few days. 
There may be a few hens you can’t 
cure. Sell them. 

A broody hen will sit on the nest 
and keep the temperature of the 
eggs too high. She will also keep 
hens that want to lay from getting 
into a nest.

How Much Feed Do 
Chicks Eat? 


How much feed will your 
chicks eat from the time you 


get them until they are ma- 

tured? 

Studies show that each 100 
chicks will eat about 350 to 450 


pounds of feed the first six weeks. 
This feed will be mostly mash. 
They will eat about 550 to 650 
pounds the second six weeks. This 
will be about one-half mash. 
During the third six weeks, the 
100 chicks will eat about 650 to 750 
pounds of feed. About one-third 
will be mash. They will eat about 


the same amount the fourth six 
weeks of which two-fifths will be 
mash. 


Of course, these are general fig- 
ures to be used only as a guide. 
Feed consumption will vary de- 
pending on whether you have 
heavy or light breeds, pullets, 
cockerels or_hatchery-run chicks. 


| Heavy breeds will eat more than 


light breeds. Cockerels will take 
more feed than pullets.

EATH loss in chicks from 
Newcastle disease can run as 
high as 50 percent. If the disease 
gets in a laying flock, it can cause 
severe losses. Egg production will 
drop off to nearly nothing in a 
week’s time. 

But losses from Newcastle can 
be prevented. Good sanitation will 
help keep the germs off your farm. 
If Newcastle has shown up on 
your farm, vaccination is the best 
answer. 

Here are some questions that 
farmers have been asking about 
Newcastle disease. 

What causes Newcastle disease? 
It’s caused by a virus like the 
one which causes infectious bron- 
chitis in chickens. 

What are the symptoms of New- 
castle disease? 


In chicks up to four weeks 
of age, the disease usually 
starts off as a cold. The chicks 
cough, gasp, gape, rattle and 
some have a peculiar chirp. 
They go off feed and many die. 


As the disease the 
nervous system is affected. Chicks 
can’t control their muscles. Some 
show paralysis of the leg muscles. 
Some twist their heads and necks 
so they look up at the ceiling or 
down between their legs. 

In laying flocks the egg produc- 
tion drops off rapidly the first 
week. Some of the eggs will be 
odd-shaped and have very poor 
shells. Brown eggs will turn 
white. There has been practically 
no death losses in these older birds 
in the United States. 

Each outbreak of Newcastle dis- 
ease may show any of the above 
symptoms or any combination of 
these symptoms. It’s necessary to 
get a diagnosis made by a labora- 
tory in order to tell Newcastle 
from other diseases which have 
similar symptoms. 
Is there a cure, 
ment for Newcastle? 

There is no cure, remedy or 
treatment for a flock sick with 
Newcastle. You should give the 
birds extra good care. Heat in the 
brooder house should be turned up 
a few degrees if vour chicks get 
sick with the disease.

To Keep Germs Away From Your Flock 


they will eat. Put the feeders on 
the floor, so the sick birds can 
reach them. They are usually too 
weak to jump up on a feeder. 

How is Newcastle disease 
spread? 

It can be spread by infected 
birds, and equipment used by the 
infected birds. People can spread 
the disease on clothing and feet in 
going from an infected flock to a 
clean one. Sparrows and other 
birds can become infected and 
spread the disease. 

Often the disease is spread by 


poultry buyers bringing infected 
crates into the yard. Birds can 
contact the disease from com- 
petitors at fairs or other exhibi- 
tions. 

You should never buy older 
birds. They may be from an in- 
fected flock. 

If you have had Newcastle on 
your farm, you may waat to try 


vaccination. 


There are two types of vaccines | 


that used to immunize the 
birds, Dr. John B. Herrick, 
extension veterinarian, Iowa State 
College. 

Live vaccine:

This vaccine may 
be used on birds that are four 
weeks old or older. But if it is 
used on a laying flock it will throw 
them off production the same as an 
attack of the disease. It’s a live 
virus and capable of spreading the 
disease to other birds and to other 
flocks. 


The live vaccine does confer 
a lasting immunity which can 
be transmitted to chicks 
hatched from the eggs from 
one of the vaccinated hens. 
This inherited immunity will 


last only a few days after the 
chicks are hatched. 
Killed virus vaccine: This is a 


safer vaccine and may be used on 
birds after they are a few days old. 
It may be used on older birds with- 
out causing a drop in production. 
The disease can’t be spread by the 
killed vaccine. The immunity lasts 
for four months or longer. 

You should contact your veter- 
inarian if you think your chickens 
have Newcastle disease. Also get 
him to advise you on the type of 
vaccine to use.

Defense And Consumer Spending Should 
Keep Up The Demand For Farm Products 


What about farm prices in 
the months ahead? Will farm 
costs continue to rise? Here 
is the price picture as viewed 
by Iowa State College econ- 
omist Francis A. Kutish. 

HE defense program will domi- 
nate our national economy to a 
reater extent during the next 12 
nonths than it has in the past 
ear.

During the defense build-up, the 
over-all demand for farm products 
should remain reasonably strong. 
But farm costs probably will go up 
as much as prices received. Thus, 
farm purchasing power may not 
change greatly between now and 
October. 

Here’s the commodity outlook: 

Hogs: Hog marketings soon will 
be shrinking: Farrowings begin- 
ning last September have fallen 
behind those of a year earlier. 
Prices definitely should be rising 
by mid-May at the latest. They 
should continue to rise until they 
reach their summer peak late next 
August or early September, unless 
stopped sooner by OPS. 

Dairy: Prices of dairy products 
usually decline as we go into flush 
pasture months. But this year the 
decline probably will be less than 
usual. Milk production is running 
behind last year. 

Eggs: No great improvement in 
the egg picture is likely until hot 
weather. Look for a strengthen- 
ing market for high quality eggs 
this summer. Today’s egg-feed 
price relationship is poorest since 
records began to be kept in 1924. 
Weekly culling of laying flocks to 
maintain a 65 percent rate of lay 
looks best. 

Lambs: Improved eastern 
dressed meat demand has pepped 
up the fat lamb market. Supplies 
of old-crop fed lambs will be short 
this spring, and the early spring 
lamb crop is smaller. The late 
spring lamb price outlook appears 
good. 

Grains: Grain markets are 
strongly affected by weather con- 
ditions at this time of year. Farm- 
ers with grain to sell would do best 
to pick times when the market is 
going through a “crop scare.” 
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Get cheaper gains... use less grain

eed Corn For 


Early Feed? 


Good Early Variety Saves Two To Thre 
Weeks From Planting Time To Pig Fee 


we you be out of corn to 
feed by July? On some farms, 
the 1951 crop will be either eaten 
up or spoiled by that time. 

You can feed oats, of course. But 
you may not want to feed up all 
of your oats crop in the fall. Some 
will be needed for brood sows this 
winter and pigs next spring. 

To save oats and keep the hogs 
eating next summer some suggest 
this: Plant five or ten acres of a 
90-day corn. And some say pliant 
this patch two weeks early—dur- 
ing the last week of April. 


First questions are: How 
much earlier in the fall will 
90-day corn be ready to feed? 
How much is lost in yield if 
short-season corn replaces full- 
season corn? 

Experiment station results show 
that ordinary cornbelt dents re- 
quire about 67 days from planting 
to tasseling with mean tempera- 
ture at 70 degrees. (Reported by 
J. E. Newlin and others in Corn 
and Corn Growing.) 

Then 50 to 55 days are required 
from tasseling to maturity. That 
makes a total of 117 to 122 days as 
a general average with ordinary 
full-season corns. 

With a so-called 90-day corn, ex- 
periments indicate that it takes 50 
days from planting to tasseling 
with temperature at 69 degrees. 
Then add 50 days for maturity, 
and you have 100 days from plant- 
ing to dented corn. 

So you might get dented corn to 
feed 17 to 22 days sooner by using 
a short-season corn. It will vary, 
however, according to soil, area, 
kinds of corn compared and 
weather. 

How many more days can you 
save in getting dented corn by 
planting two weeks early—late 
April instead of early May? 

Every corn grower knows what 
cool weather means at planting 
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time. Corn may require two w 

to come up in April. In Maye 
may come thru in half the ti 
Some of the advantage sought 
early planting may be lost th 
way. 

And experiments show this 
Four to seven extra days may! 
required for corn to mature if th 
average mean temperature cro} 
two degrees below 69 or 70. Th 
earlier planted corn gets slowed 
up by lower average temperature 

What does it cost in yield { 
acre to replace full-season cor 
with 90-day corn? 

Farmers don’t agree on that 
Some say very little. Others saf 
ten bushels per acre. Still other 
think it may run as high as 
percent. 

Joe L. Robinson’ of Iowa Stat 
College points to an old expert 
ment as a possible answer. It 
this test a full season corn yielded 
59.9 bushels. A very early com 
yielded 51.1 bushels. That wa 
open-pollinated corn. 

The loss from planting the 
early corn was 8.8 bushels pet 
acre. That figures out at 
percent loss in yield. 


When you look at the whe 
question, you might come to thes 
conclusions: 

1. The farmer who is short 
corn for this summer can get com 
to feed two to three weeks earliet 
by planting some 90-day or eal'f 
season corn. 

2. Most of the gain in time wil 
come from the variety. Litt#® 
extra time can be gained by plant: 
ing ahead of the season. Get eal 
corn in the ground first tho. 

3. Only enough of the early 5% 
son corn should be planted to Jast 
until your regular hybrids will be 
ready to feed. Some loss in yiel 
can be expected when 90-day corm 
is planted instead of full-seas™® 
corn.

Gardening Easier 
With Right Hoe 


A common error among 
home gardeners is using an 


awkward, heavy hoe, says gar- 
den specialist B. L. Weaver, 
Illinois College of Agriculture, 


Too many people, he says, use a 
hoe that’s about right for mixing 
mortar. Weaver recommends a 
lightweight hoe with a blade not 
over six inches wide and only 
three or four inches high. 

A hoe is meant to cut weeds just 
below the surface of the soil, not 
to work it up, Weaver The 
blade should be hung at an angle 
that lets you cut weeds with the 
least effort. For larger gardens, 
he suggests a wheel hoe since it 
saves so much time and labor.

Cheap Tractor Oil 
Can Be Costly 


If you try to skimp along 
with cheap lubricating oil in 
your tractor, you may wind up 
with a big repair bill and a 
bad breakdown in the middle 
of the crop season. 

This warning comes from farm 
machinery specialist George Pick- 
ard of the Illinois College of Agri- 
culture. You can save up to three- 
fourths of a tent per hour of 
tractor operation by using cheap 
instead of premium oil, according 
to Pickard. 

But look at what can happen. 
Cheap oil oxidizes more easily than 
high-quality oil and causes more 
varnish to form. Varnish collects 
with carbon on the pistons and in 
the ring grooves. Stuck rings may 
make your engine an oil-eater. 
They also cause wear of cylinder 
walls and blow-by into the crank- 
case. 

Blow-by makes acid form in the 
oil. In cold weather, cheap oil can 
form a heavy sludge that blocks 
the oil screen and stop flow of oil 
to bearings. Good oil avoids these 
troubles.

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Meal Can Be Toxic 
To Cattle 


Certain batches of commer- 
cially prepared trichloroethyl- 
ene-extracted soybean meal 
can produce a fatal disease 
when fed to cattle. 

That fact was illustrated in ex- 
perimental tests conducted by the 
Veterinary Research Institute and 
the agricultural experiment sta- 
tion at lowa State College. 

Trichloroethylene-extracted 
meal comprised less than two per- 
cent of the total U.S. soybean meal 
production last year. In some 
cases the meal has been fed exten- 
sively to cattle without causing 
death. The factor or factors re- 
sponsible -for toxicity have not 
been identified as yet. 

Cattle fed the toxic meals ap- 
pear to thrive for varying periods 
of time. In the final stages of the 
disease, the animals become list- 
less and go off feed. High fever 
and bloody discharges in nostrils 
and feces usually can be observed. 
Medical treatment gets no re- 
sponse. 

However, workers at 
the college emphasize that feeding 
tests for many years have shown 
that expeller-soybean meal and 
hexane-extracted meal are valu- 
able protein supplements.

City sewage may be a source 

of low cost vitamin’ B-12. 

Workers at Milwaukee, Wis., 

have found that each pound of 

dried sewage sludge contains 
two to four milligrams of the 
vitamin. 

The workers made the discovery 
while drying the sewage for fer- 
tilizer use in the usual way. It is 
believed that B-12 can be separated 
from sewage and produced cheap- 
er than it is now.

Buy Or Grow 
Nitrogen? 

To the Editor: Can you grow 
nitrogen cheaper than you can 
buy it? I mean grow nitrogen 
in legume crops.—G. S., Em- 
met County, lowa. 


If you grow clover and alfalfa 
just for the purpose of providing 
nitrogen for the soil, you can prob- 
ably buy nitrogen much cheaper 
than you can grow the material to 
produce it. 

But legume crops do more than 
produce nitrogen for the _ soil. 
Legumes produce feed for live- 
stock, hold the soil from washing, 
add humus to the soil. 

So the nitrogen you grow may 
not cost you much. It may cost 
nothing at all. Legume crops may 
just fit into your livestock farm- 
ing plan. 

The trouble is you can’t grow 
enough nitrogen. So the best plan 
is to grow all you can. Then buy 
whatever amount it will pay to 
use. 





Farm Without 
Legumes? 


Could you keep up your soil 
without legumes? It’s theo- 
retically possible, says Robert 
Salter, chief of the Soil Con- 
servation Service. 

Salter suggested that the applica- 
tion of 180 pounds of actual nitro- 
gen per acre per year might be 
necessary if legume crops were 
not grown between grain crops. 

The theory is this: Very heavy 
applications of nitrogen would 
stimulate the root and_ stalk 
growth of corn or other crops. The 
decay of the roots and top growth 
would provide humus to keep the 
soil in good physical condition. 

Some experiments are being 
made in this line. But crop rota- 
tions without legumes are not 
recommended as yet by con- 
servation experts.

Check The Cream 


Separator 






It May Be The Source Of Sediment In You 
Cream. Here’s How To Clean It Properly 


ROM the cow to the creamery 

— you have to watch every 
step in handling cream if you’re 
going to do the best job of keep- 
ing it free from sediment. 

Naturally, the barn is one of the 
first trouble spots to check if 
you’re getting reports of unfavor- 
able sediment tests from your 
creamery. But you should follow 
thru with a check of all the other 
steps in handling the cream. 

How about your cream separa- 
tor? A. W. Rudnick, extension 
dairyman at Iowa State College, 
says separators are responsible 
for sediment in the cream sold by 
many farmers. 

You can't produce clean 
cream with a dirty separator. 
Here’s Rudnick’s suggestion 
for cleaning the machine: 


After separating at night, run 
warm water and a wetting agent 
thru the machine while it still is 
in operation. Then take the sepa- 
rator apart, check to be sure all 
milk and cream is removed and 
let it dry overnight. Run hot water 
thru the machine after you reas- 
semble it in the morning. 

Rudnick says that’s one way to 
be sure that your separator isn’t 
the cause of sediment in your 
cream. It'll make the separator 
last longer, too. 

You can’t be safe with the old 
practice of running cold ‘water 
thru the machine after you’ve 


finished separating the cream, then 


running warm water thru before 
Here’s why: 

The cold water doesn’t get all 
the milk and cream out of the ma- 
chine. Then the warm water has 


the effect of “cooking” the mik 
and cream to the bowl and dise 
Rudnick says the real trouble 
begins when those deposits 9 
“semi-cooked” solids begin break. 
ing loose and flowing into the 
cream can. There’s another dap. 
ger. Sometimes the solids which 
stick to the bowl and discs throw 
the bow! out of balance and bloc 
normal flow thru the discs. That 
means your separator can’t work 
as efficiently as it should. 
Cream should never be stored 
in a can that isn’t covered — no 
even inside a refrigerator. Food 
particles that might get into the 
cream are classed as sediment. 


Dairy specialists have found 
that tin cans used by some 
farm homemakers in storing 
cream in the refrigerator can 
be the cause of sediment, 
Rudnick says the insides of the 

cans have a lacquer coating which 
comes off little by little as the cans 
are used. The lacquer becomes 
mixed with the cream and appears 
in the sediment tests. 

However, the tin cans can bh 
used without contaminating the 
cream after the lacquer is re 
moved. And the lacquer comes 
off easily. All you have to do is 
wash the can in a strong solution 
of hot lye water. 

It takes careful operation from 
start to finish to produce clean 
cream. You need a clean barn, 
clean cows, clean workmen, clean 
milking machines, separators and 
other utensils along with careful 
storage methods. 

One weak link in the chain of 
production can cause you trouble

UMAN POPULATION has in- 

creased faster than livestock num- 
bers the past decade. Statisticians say 
there are 14 percent fewer meat animals 
per thousand people now than ten years 
ago. Human population has increased 16 
percent in the same period. Predictions 
are that the population increase will con- 
tinue with some 200,000,000 people to 
feed in the U. S. within another quarter- 
century. It certainly looks as though 
more meat, milk and eggs must be pro- 
duced to maintain human diets at pres- 
ent levels.

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Poison to Livestock 


A University of Illinois veterinarian 
says lead is still the number one chem- 
ical killer of livestock in’ Illinois, al- 
though arsenic and poisonous plants 
cause their share of losses. 

Dr. R. P. Link says that most chem- 
icals are safe enough when used accord- 
ing to directions. But carelessness in 
using them leads to the loss of many 
animals each year. 

Lead paints cause most chemical 
poisonings. The paint never loses its 
paeonees effect, even though it has 
een on a board for 20 years. Animals 
licking or chewing the paint are likely 
to be poisoned. wo other sources of 
lead are discarded paint buckets and the 
lead plates of discharged storage bat- 
teries or dry cells. 

Sudan grass and wild cherr 
sometimes contain highl poisonous 
hydrocyanic acid. Livestock should not 
graze Sudan grass that has been stunt- 
ed by drouth or by frost until the new 
growth is more than eight inches high. 
Leaves of wild cherry trees are most 
dangerous when the branch has been 
broken from the tree and the leaves 
are wilting. 3 

The arsenic in lead arsenate sprays 
used on fruit trees is also a hazard to 
livestock health if the spray is handled 
carelessly. Sometimes it causes losses 
when the spray collects on the grass or 
in ponds that are used as a water sup- 
ply for livestock. 


Creep Feed Lambs 


Creep-feeding lambs helps insure 
maximum rates of gain when ewes are 
not giving enough milk, according to 
Ralph H. Grimshaw of Ohio State fni- 
versity. 

Grimshaw says lambs will consume 
more than 600 pounds of ewes’ milk for 
every 100 pounds of gain. Because ewes 
vary in their ability to produce milk, 
he recommends creep-feeding lanibs 
while they are nursing. Primary reason 
for different rates of growth among 
lambs is that they get different amounts 
of feed and milk. 

When lambs are two to three weeks 
old, they will begin to nibble at grain 
and hay. If grain and leafy my are 
offered in a creep at this time, lambs 
soon will become accustomed to eating. 

Coarsely cracked corn and bran make 
a good starting mixture. After a few

days, the ration should include: 20 
pounds of corn, coarsely ground; 20 
pounds of rolled or crushed oats; 10 


pounds of bran and 10 pounds of protein 
supplement such as soybean oil meal. 

When lambs are six weeks old and 
are still nursing but without plenty of 
grass, they will need a ration such as: 
50 pounds of corn; 40 pounds of oats, 
and 10 pounds of soybean meal or lin- 
seed oil meal. Creep feeding this ration 
will produce best results.
